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THANKYOU DORCHESTER 

Rotary overwhelmed by generosity for typhoon appeal 


THANKYOU Dorchester - that was the message this 
week as the town dug deep for both the Philippines 
disaster and for BBC Children in Need. 

More than £10,000 has been collected by volunteers 
from the town’s two Rotary Clubs, much of it from 
shaking cans in South Street. 

Lions Club members have personally donated 
£1,500 to the Typhoon Haiyan appeal while Dorch¬ 
ester Royal Naval Association made a £250 donation 
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to the appeal via the Lions. 

President Mr George Osborne said: “The Lions have 
direct contacts ‘on the ground’ which ensures that 
funds get to the right place, as quickly as possible and 
with no administration costs. The Dorchester RNA 
fully endorse this arrangement.” 

Other groups and organisations are still arranging 
fundraising ventures while personal donations, not 
made through charity groups, but direct to the appeal, 
is likely to have at least doubled the collections on the 
street. 


The Chamber of Commerce has made an initial do¬ 
nation of £200 and has pledged more from a Presi¬ 
dent’s breakfast next month at Kingston Maurward on 
December 10th when the Dorchester Choral Society 
will be singing a selection of popular Christmas car¬ 
ols. 

Said Rotary clubs spokesman, Peter Noble: “The 
people of Dorchester once again exceed even their 
own generosity.” 

He said many people were handing in £20 and £10 
notes and one person gave £100.

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Museum launch fundraising 
appeal for building project

A FUNDRAISING ap¬ 
peal has been launched at 
the Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum - to improve access 
to its three million arte¬ 
facts. 

A new building is being 
planned which will in¬ 
clude a working area for 
volunteers and re¬ 
searchers and additional 
education and lecture 
rooms. 

Local people are being 
invited to donate £100 to 
the appeal which will 
give them free entry to 
the museum for a year 
and have the opportunity 
to buy a personalised 
plaque for the wall run¬ 
ning up the staircase. 

The first plaque was 
bought by museum advo¬ 
cate Paul Atterbury from 
the BBC’s Antiques 
Roadshow. Paul has re¬ 
cently become a trustee at 
the museum and wanted 
to show his support for 
the project. 

His plaque has been 
named in memory of his 
great uncle Lewis who 
died during the Battle of 


the Somme. 

Museum director Jon 
Murden said: “We are 
hoping for a good re¬ 
sponse to this new appeal 
- the money raised will 
be used to kick-start the 
project and we will then 
be seeking financial sup¬ 
port from major trusts and 
fundraising bodies like 
the Heritage Lottery 
Fund.” 

Further fundraising 
events are planned for 
next year. Jon added: “We 
want to get local people 
involved because the 
project will include new 
galleries and archives 
which will be accessible 
to the public. Ultimately 
everyone will benefit be¬ 
cause we will be able to 
display many more ob¬ 
jects from our unique col¬ 
lections/ 4 

Mr Atterbury said the 
museum is one of the 
county’s almost hidden 
treasures: “I think it is 


un-appreciated, particu¬ 
larly locally. Here is one 
of the great national col¬ 
lections; it’s something 
that Dorset has. 

“I’m one of the trustees 
of the museum and I think 
it’s our job to really make 
it accessible to a much, 
much wider market. Peo¬ 
ple don’t appreciate what 
we have got on our 
doorstep; this could be 
one of the great visitor 
centres of the South West. 

“We have the land and 
our possibilities to make it 
bigger are real. We 
haven’t got to go and find 
a bigger building, we 
haven’t got to do any¬ 
thing, other than build on 
what we have got.”

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Prison prepares for closure 

THE Ministry of Justice has reacted to a report that 
equipment and furniture worth thousands of pounds 
has been destroyed as staff prepare for the closure of 
Dorchester Prison. 

A spokesman says some of the equipment was 
made specifically for Dorchester and could not be 
used elsewhere - while computer and other equip¬ 
ment with confidential information had to be safely 
disposed of. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of Justice said that 
where possible and where there was a need items 
which could be used in other establishments would 
be passed on. 

"The Disposal Services Agency will sell the assets at 
the best commercial cost and principally through 
their contractors. It is not considered appropriate to 
dispose of assets through staff sales or local sales 
arrangements. 

"This ensures the agency acts with propriety in dis¬ 
posing of assets funded by the taxpayer, and protects 
against the risk of passing on potentially faulty goods 
to the public." 

A handful of prisoners remain at the jail although 
all will be gone by next month when the building fi¬ 
nally closes. Almost 160 staff have been offered re¬ 
deployment or voluntary redundancy. 

Fatal road accident 

THE main road between Dorchester and Weymouth 
was closed for several hours on Monday afternoon 
after an accident in which a 50-year-old motorcyclist 
died. 

The accident happened near the Swallow's Rest 
house shortly after 1.30pm. 

The motorcyclist, a 50-year-old man from Wey¬ 
mouth, died after a collision with a car driven by a 52- 
year-old Dorchester man. He was treated for minor 
injuries at the County Hospital. 

Police are asking for witnesses to the accident or 
anyone who may have seen the green Kawasaki mo¬ 
torcycle or red Suzuki car prior to the crash to contact 
PC Kevin Farenden by calling the 101 police non¬ 
emergency number. 

Petition to save buses 

ALMOST a thousand signatures have been collected 
on a petition to save bus services in and around 
Dorchester. 

Several weekend services and some routes are 
being threatened by county council proposals to cut 
subsidies. 

The protests have already led to Dorchester town 
services 1, 2 and 6 continuing on Saturdays but the 
current proposals, which will be discussed at the 
county council in early December, mean there will 
still be some reduction in the services during the 
week and no buses after 5pm on some routes. 

The new timetable, if approved, will start on Janu¬ 
ary 1st. 

Campaigners are hoping to protect the 1 -3 services 
to Owermoigne and West Stafford and are asking 
those who use this route to write to the county coun¬ 
cil and ask for it to be saved.

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Database will open 
up opportunities 
for autism sufferers 


A VOLUNTARY data¬ 
base is being set up 
across Dorset - in an at¬ 
tempt to improve services 
aimed at those with 
autism. 

Autism Wessex, the 
lead organisation in the 
survey, will then provide 
statistical and evidential 
data to health, social care 
and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions. 

The project has been 
funded by a two-year 
grant from the NHS. It 
will capture information 
such as demographics, use 
of social care services, 
benefits and types of 
housing to provide statis¬ 
tical data to statutory or¬ 
ganisations. 

Karen Wilmshurst, Ad¬ 
vocacy Services Manager 
at Autism Wessex, said: 
“We will only ever share 
statistical data from the 
database - no personal in¬ 
formation will be dis¬ 
closed. Quarterly reports 
will be produced and pub¬ 
lished on the Autism Wes¬ 
sex website. These reports 
will also be given to statu¬ 
tory organisations, provid¬ 
ing them with detailed and 
relevant information - for 
example how many peo¬ 
ple with autism are unem¬ 
ployed in that region. This 
we hope will provide 
them with the statistical 
evidence - that before was 
missing - they need in 
order to help them target 
their services more effec¬ 
tively.” 

Nigel Harris, an adult 
with autism and board 
member of the Pan-Dorset 
Autistic Spectrum Condi¬ 
tion Partnership Board, is 
one of the first people to 
register. 

Nigel said: “If the autis¬ 
tic community remains as 
invisible to the authorities 
and services as we were in 
the past, then how can we 
hope to be noticed? How 
can things change? 

“The autistic commu¬ 
nity being noticed is cru¬ 
cial if today’s limited 
funds and resources are to 
be channelled into sup¬ 
porting us, and into sup¬ 
porting us in the right 
way.“ 

“Evidence is needed 
now to show that we exist 
in significant numbers in 
the area to prove the need 
for local funds. We have 
been asked for this. This is 
only reasonable. It is now 
time for us to join together 


and provide this evidence 
so that, not only we our¬ 
selves, but others and 
their fa mili es might have 
their lives improved and 
better supported. We have 
a wonderful opportunity.” 

Bob Lowndes, Chief 
Executive of Autism 
Wessex, said: “We are 
very proud that Autism 
Wessex has been chosen 
to lead the project be¬ 


cause of its recognised 
impartiality and trusted 
status within the local 
community. 

“The Autism Act 2009 
states that every local au¬ 
thority needs to have a 
strategy for adults with 
autism. As the regional 
charity for anyone af¬ 
fected by autism, we sit 
on the Pan-Dorset Autis¬ 
tic Spectrum Condition 


Partnership Board, which 
is responsible for the 
strategy in Dorset and 
we’re looking forward to 
helping influence the 
strategy further by pro¬ 
viding this database.”

MORE than 30 protestors gathered out¬ 
side of Dorchester’s Shell Garage in 
London Road on Saturday - to protest 
at the arrest and detention of protestors 
and journalists in Russia. 

Shell were targeted by Greenpeace 
protestors because of their Arctic part¬ 
nership with Gazprom, the Russian 
owned company who are controver¬ 
sially drilling in the Artie. 

“We had a very good turn-out. People 
are concerned about the fate of the Arc¬ 
tic 30; two journalists and 28 Green¬ 
peace activists being held in St 
Petersburg, charged with piracy and 
hooliganism. We are asking members 


of the public to show their support for 
the 30, six of whom are UK nationals, 
by sending a message to the Russian 
Embassy in London asking for their re¬ 
lease,” said group spokesperson Irene 
Statham. 

The activists from the Arctic Sunrise 
were seized when they approached 
Gazprom’s “Prirazlomnaya” drilling rig 
two months ago. Gazprom called in the 
Russian coastguard who seized the Arc¬ 
tic Sunrise and arrested the group at 
gunpoint. They have now been in 
prison for two months with no prospect 
of a trial despite calls for their release 
by political leaders and celebrities. 
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Retired sergeant shares crown court stories 



A RETIRED Dorset po¬ 
liceman has been record¬ 
ing his memories of the 
old Crown Court in 
Dorchester. 

The stories of retired 
Sergeant Ray Sansom, 
89, who remembers giv¬ 
ing evidence at the Old 
Crown Court, will now 
be used in a display 
about the building. 

Mr Sansom, who began 
work in 1947, and now 
lives in Poole, talked to 
Joe Stevens, who is lead¬ 
ing the Shire Hall Oral 
History Project. 

Mr Sansom visited the 
Old Crown Court in High 
West Street, Dorchester, 
to make the recording. 
Joe Stevens says he 
would now like to find 
others who have any 
memories of the court 
when it was in use. 

He said: “It is fascinat¬ 
ing to hear stories from 
the past. I am keen to 
hear from anyone who 
can remember what the 
court was like so I can 
capture and record their 
memories for posterity.” 

It is hoped that the 
recordings will be used 
as part of the exhibition 
if the Shire Hall becomes 
a multi-million pound 
visitor centre. 


West Dorset District 
Council is preparing a 
bid for £1.1 million Her¬ 
itage Lottery Funding to 
create the centre, which 
would have high quality 
exhibitions and educa¬ 
tion resources. 

If the district 
council secures lottery

funding it will also con¬ 
tribute more than a mil¬ 
lion pounds towards the 
scheme. 

The court is famous for 


the trial of the Tolpuddle 
Martyrs in 1834. Author 
Thomas Hardy also sat 
there as a magistrate. 
The district council is 
discussing plans with in¬ 
terested groups including 
the Trades Union Con¬ 
gress, Dorchester Mu¬ 
seum and the Thomas 


Hardy Society. 

If the project goes 
ahead Dorchester’s 
Tourist Information Cen¬ 
tre will move to Shire 
Hall from its current lo¬ 
cation in Trinity Street. 

The district council has 
owned Shire Hall in High 
West Street since 1974. 

Mr Sansom said: “I’m 
pleased to think that my 
memories will be part of 
the history of the Old 
Crown Court. It’s a very 
good idea to turn it into a 
visitor centre.” 

He added: “I remember 
a case just before Christ¬ 
mas 1947 when an old 
tramp, they used to sleep 
in hay barns then, came 
along into Dorchester. 
We had to take him in be¬ 
cause he’d kicked the 
glass out of a phone box. 

“When he got into the 
dock he asked the magis¬ 
trates ‘please your wor¬ 
ships I could do with 
seven days as that will 
see me alright for hot 
meals over Christmas’.”

Changes in law to benefit charities 
thanks to eagle-eyed accountant 


THOUSANDS of charities and commu¬ 
nity groups could be in line for compen¬ 
sation payments of up to £50,000, 
thanks to an eagle-eyed Dorchester ac¬ 
countant whose lobbying prompted a 
change in the law. 

Malcolm Lofts, of Dorchester-based 
Lofts & Co, first raised concerns over 
inconsistencies around deposit protec¬ 
tion rules in 2010. 

He contacted the now defunct Finan¬ 
cial Services Authority and then took his 
findings to West Dorset MP and Cabinet 
Office minister Oliver Letwin. 

Mr Letwin passed Malcolm’s concerns 
to the Treasury, eventually leading the 
new Financial Conduct Authority (FCA) 
to rewrite the rules. 

The change means that large “unincor¬ 
porated associations” such as charities, 
clubs or societies that lost money in the 
Icelandic banking collapse of 2008 may 
now be entitled to compensation pay¬ 
outs from the FCA. Such groups were 
previously considered ineligible for 
help. 

As a result of the changes many organ¬ 
isations will have cover in future where 
none existed in the past. The changes 
apply to an estimated 5,000 associations 
and 24,000 partnerships. 

Greg Clark, financial secretary to the 
Treasury, has thanked Malcolm for 
making the government aware of his 
concerns. 

Malcolm said: “It’s fantastic to know 
that these changes could financially ben¬ 
efit many charity or community groups. 

“I have worked with a number of char¬ 
ities and unincorporated organisations 
over the years, and was simply looking

to redress an inconsistency in the rules 
regarding the Financial Services Com¬ 
pensation Scheme (FSCS). 

“I had no idea that my letters and 
emails would eventually lead to such a 
major policy change by the government. 

“I’m just pleased that the issue has fi¬ 
nally been addressed. Hopefully lots of 
charities will be able to claim compen¬ 
sation as a result.” 
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Volunteer advocates needed 

A DORCHESTER-based advocacy service which works 
with cancer patients and their families is searching for 
additional volunteers. 

The Dorset Cancer Advocacy project, which was set 
up by Dorset Advocacy, is a joint project with Help and 
Care. 

It offers free support to people over 50 and is funded 
by the National Lottery and Macmillan. 

"One of our main targets is to recruit volunteer ad¬ 
vocates. These should be people who have had some 
experience of the cancer journey. They too should ide¬ 
ally be over 50 years old but this is not an absolute re¬ 
quirement. We have found that peer support is more 
successful when there is a close age match. Any one 
wishes to be considered as a volunteer advocate 
should contact me directly. 

"I will be very happy to talk to anyone about the proj¬ 
ect," said co-ordinator Graham Pritchard.

The film tells the story of a maverick 
Somerset farmer and his herd of 55 cows 
- and their struggle for survival. 

Volunteer Katy Murrell from Dorchester 
said: “What a fabulous film the Moo Man 
was. I was so moved by the close relation¬ 
ship the guy had with his cows and it was 
really interesting to see the way a farm 
works.” 

Anya Pearson from West Stafford who 
organised and hosted the film night said: 
“It was such a fantastic night, we were all 
thrilled as the hall became packed to 
standing room only. What really moved 
me the most was not only did our support¬ 
ers come out in force but we also had so 
many new faces sat in the crowd too.” 

During the interval filmgoers enjoyed 
drinks, vegan friendly cakes and even 
“badger friendly” cakes using mi lk from 
farms that are opting for badger vaccina¬ 
tion to help tackle bovine TB instead of 
culling on their land - in protest to the 
highly controversial badger cull. 

There were also fine art prints by local 
artists on sale of farm animals. £70 was 
also raised on the charity raffle which in¬ 
cluded prizes donated by Dorset based 
ethical companies The Gilded Teapot, 
Lush Cosmetics and Respect Organics. 

The film concludes with a poignant 
statement about the shocking number of 
dairy farms that are closing every day in 


the UK. 

Anya said: “For me this film was 
poignant on a lot of levels but mainly that 
it emphasised the fact that we forget that 
not everyone is aware of how things work 
on farms. We see milk in bottles at the 
shop and we have a lot of incorrect as¬ 
sumptions on how it gets there. 

“Why I wanted to host this film was for 
two big reasons; to highlight the plight of 
British farmers and the squeeze of the su¬ 
permarket for lower and lower prices, but 
more importantly what effect that has on 
farming and the way we keep our cows. 

“Animal welfare is very important to me 
and this beautifully made documentary 
was very moving story on how hard it is 
to stay in business in a culture of greed 
and the need for cheap food. It really is a 
must watch film for everyone to see.” 

Compassionate Dorset asked filmgoers 
to think about the impact their food shop¬ 
ping has on our farmers and farm animals, 
and to always check for free-range and 
preferably organic meat and dairy. 

The audience was also asked to consider 
reducing their meat consumption - enjoy¬ 
ing high welfare meat and dairy, but less 
often.

Standing room only for Kate

DORSET County Museum had to bor¬ 
row extra chairs to accommodate all 
those who wanted to hear former BBC 
chief news correspondent Kate Adie 
talk about her new book. 

Ms Adie, who now has a home near 
Dorchester, talked for over an hour 
about the role of women in the First 
World War. She discussed how the Suf¬ 
fragettes had not succeeded in getting 
women the vote before the war, but that 
after all that they achieved during the 
war, the argument against them col¬ 
lapsed and the vote was ultimately 
granted. 

She also talked about the extra work 
that women took on - including those 
locally in the Bridport-based netting in¬ 
dustry. 

There was admiration too for Mabel 
Stobart, a formidable woman from 
Studland, who set up a field hospital in 
Serbia during the war and who is the 
subject of Dorset County Museum’s 
summer exhibition in 2014. 

Dozens of copies of her new book, 
Fighting on the Home Front - The 
Fegacy of Women in World War 1, were 
signed at sold at the end of the session. 

Some of her research was carried out 
at the Dorchester-based Dorset History 
Centre. 

Said Kate: “There are a lot of myths 
about the War: One is that men went off 
and spent four years in the trenches, but 
on average they only did roughly ten 
days at a time at the front.. .there were 
endless rest and recreation areas set up 
when they weren’t fighting, largely run 
by women, and there were literally 
thousands working in them, all volun¬ 
teers.”

She said that for many it was the first 
time they had been out of the country, 
for many the first time that they had 
been outside of their immediate home 
area, and it changed their outlook and 
lives forever. 

Many worked in France but others 
made their way to Macedonia and Ser¬ 
bia, the Black Sea and Romania. 

She added: “These experiences 
changed the whole country forever. 
Everyone was involved, everyone was 
affected. Bridport, for example, played 
a huge part. The orders for nets and 
other rope products were largely made 
by women who were out-workers, al¬ 
though some worked in the factory... 
they made nets for all sorts of things. 

“Vegetables for mass catering were 
put into nets; there were nets for horse 
hay and there were hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of horses; there were lanyards for 
whistles and other items and all of them 
were made in and around Bridport.” 

Kate says that for women the Great 
War was a pivotal moment: “For the 
first time they were addressed by the 
Government; the Government wanted 
them to go to work, it wanted them to 
help in the war effort. Until then women 
were really invisible in public life, they 
were only domestic creatures, but as a 
result of the War they became public 
and were addressed by the Government 
who normally didn’t bother with 
women - they just wrote to their hus¬ 
bands, or their fathers.”

Children stay safewise 


HUNDREDS of Dorset 
schoolchildren are to re¬ 
ceive life-saving lessons in 
road safety thanks to a law 
firm’s charity arm. 

Battens Solicitors Chari¬ 
table Trust has teamed up 
with the SafeWise safety 
education partnership to 
provide training packs and 
free interactive resources 
for primary age pupils. 

The £18,000 initiative 
will enable schools to hire 
a “Street Feet” simulated 
road layout free of charge. 
The roll-out resource, 
which can be delivered di¬ 
rect to school premises, 
comes with traffic signs 
and illustrated “vehicle” 
vests for children to use in 
hands-on role-plays. 

The trust is writing to 
more than 100 primary 
schools across Dorset to 
advise them of the scheme 
and has already pledged 40 
cash donations in support, 
totalling £8,000, following 
initial outreach to school 
contacts. 

In support of the initia¬ 
tive, a 14-week awareness 
campaign with safety mes¬ 
sages is starting on the 
School Report feature on 
Wessex FM’s Breakfast 
Show. Advice and messag¬ 
ing will be timed to coin¬ 
cide with the morning 
school run and comple¬ 
ment the themes of na¬ 
tional Road Safety Week, 
which runs until Novem¬ 
ber 24th. 

The trust’s decision to 
focus on children’s safety 
awareness follows a dra¬ 
matic reduction in the De¬ 
partment for Transport’s 
national budget for pri¬ 
mary age road safety pro¬ 
motion. The government 
cut, from £3.78million in 
2009/2010 to just £78,000 
in 2012/2013, has seen the 
scrapping of fa mi liar tele¬ 
vision advertising includ¬ 
ing well known safety 
characters such as Green 
Cross Code Man and 
Tufty. 

Trustee and Battens’ di¬ 
rector Stuart Allen said: 
“We are providing funding 
from the trust to enable 
schools to work with re¬ 


sources in a way that suits 
them. 

“We know teachers are 
best placed to help chil¬ 
dren learn in a safe way 
about how to make re¬ 
sponsible decisions when 
they are out and about. 

“Hopefully a strong 
safety message from the 
first years of primary 
schools will stay with the 
children as they grow 
older.” 

Department for Trans¬ 
port statistics show police 
dealt with 2,415 casualties 


on Dorset’s roads last year 
including 24 deaths and 
369 people seriously in¬ 
jured. 

Alison Shelton, Manager 
of SafeWise partner 
FV=Streetwise, said: 
“Road safety is an essen¬ 
tial life skill that children 
should learn as early as 
practicable so focusing on 
those in primary education 
is absolutely right. 

“Starting the campaign 
just as the nights are get¬ 
ting darker is ideal as it re¬ 
iterates the vital issue of 


visibility in safe road use.” 

Battens’ campaign was 
launched with a reception 
at the SafeWise Centre in 
Weymouth. 

Among the guests were 
Wessex FM Breakfast 
Show presenter James 
O’Neill, local schoolchild¬ 
ren and representatives 
from road safety partners 
including the police and 
fire services. 

Battens is a Fegal 500 
firm with offices in Wey¬ 
mouth, Dorchester, Sher¬ 
borne and Yeovil.

“Gully’s Place” is an area that is com¬ 
ing soon to the children’s unit at the hos¬ 
pital with the sole aim of providing a 
purpose designed suite which will offer 
dignity and privacy to young patients re¬ 
quiring palliative end of life care. It will 
also provide facilities for their families to 
stay with them. 

Fead paediatric nurse and chair of 
Gully’s Place charity said: “We’d like to 
thank the Beerex committee for nominat¬ 
ing us as their main charity and look for¬ 
ward to the festival.” 

The 26th festival will be held over the 
weekend of Friday, February 7th and Sat¬ 
urday, February 8th in the Dorchester 
Com Exchange. 

The event is run and organised by a 
committee made up of members of West 
Dorset Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) 


and Dorchester Round Table. 

During the last 25 years the festival has 
raised more than £100,000 for charities 
and good causes. 

Dorset Piddle Brewery has offered to 
sponsor the event - helping make sure the 
maximum amount goes to charity. 

Brewery director Rob Martin said: “We 
are delighted to sponsor the event and 
look forward to a fun filled weekend 
helping to raise money for Gully’s Place.”

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Big plans for year ahead 


Encouraging results from restorative justice scheme 


DORSET Police say hundreds of young offenders 
each year are learning about the impact of their actions 
thanks to the success of Restorative Justice. 

In April 2013 the force launched its new “Out of 
Court Disposal” scheme where Youth Restorative Dis¬ 
posals are issued to young people aged between 10 
and 17 who have committed certain low-level crimes. 

Between April and September , 165 young people, 
with ages ranging between 10 and 17, were given a 
Youth Restorative Disposal. 

The young people were dealt with for offences such 
as assault, cri min al damage, theft and shoplifting. 

A Youth Restorative Disposal was introduced to di¬ 
vert young people away from the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. 

The disposal involves victims, offenders, relatives 
and witnesses coming together to work out how to 
deal with what has happened and for the offender to 
make amends. 

Each offence is looked at individually through con¬ 


sultation with youth offending teams and local safer 
neighbourhood officers. 

Yvonne Surman, lead on Youth Out of Court Dis¬ 
posal, said: “Restorative justice was introduced to di¬ 
vert young people away from the criminal justice 
system. It has been very successful in Dorset with sig¬ 
nificant reductions in the number of children and 
young people entering custody and appearing before 
the courts. It has also produced very high satisfaction 
rates among victims involved in the process. 

“In certain cases officers are able to offer a Youth 
Restorative Disposal instead of a formal caution to 
young people who have committed a minor offence 
and where the victim is supportive of the process.” 

To support the partnership approach, the Safe 
Schools and Communities Team (SSCT) have trained 
40 members of Youth Offending Team staff and vol¬ 
unteers. 

Mrs Surman said: “Utilising restorative practices to 
deal with low level crimes seemed a logical step. The 


Safe Schools and Communities Team’s ability to pro¬ 
vide on-going support, advice and guidance to front¬ 
line and safer neighbourhood officers undertaking 
restorative disposals has been instrumental in its suc¬ 
cess.” 

Dorset Police first used Restorative Justice in April 
2008 under the Restorative Reprimand Scheme. It was 
launched with three main aims: to increase victim sat¬ 
isfaction in how Dorset Police dealt with crime, re¬ 
duce the number of first time entrances in the youth 
criminal justice system by 70 per cent over a three 
year period and reduce re-offending. 

Between 2008 and 2011, Dorset succeeded in reduc¬ 
ing the number of first time entrants into the youth 
criminal justice system by 70 per cent. 

In April 2013 Dorset’s Restorative Reprimand 
Scheme was integrated into the new youth Out of 
Court Disposal scheme following the introduction of 
the Legal Aid, Sentencing and Punishment of Offend¬ 
ers Act. 


DORSET'S Police and Crime Commissioner hopes 
to double the number of Special Constables in the 
county in the year ahead. 

Martyn Underhill's objectives for the next 12 
months, after a year in office, also include setting 
up a scheme to help people with mental health 
problems who are taken into custody and to con¬ 
tinue pressing for an independent body to inves¬ 
tigate complaints against the police. 

He also wants to set up a Youth Summit. 

Marking his year in office he said the new post 
has help narrow the gap between police and the 
public. 

"I truly believe that PCCs are starting to make a 
difference and are narrowing the gap between 
the police and the public. I hear incredible stories 
every day of people going that extra mile to help 
people in crisis, to help keep our streets safe and 
that is humbling. 

"It is important for us to work together and to 
share our learning and experiences. Next year, I 
want to get bigger and better by expanding our 
engagement with roadshows and a Youth Sum¬ 
mit. I am looking forward to the next 12 months. 

"I am determined to ensure that Dorset remains 
one of the safest counties to live, work and visit." 

Mr Underhill cites his work with victims as his key 
success: "Victims are at the heart of my work and I 
will always put them first. As I mark my anniver¬ 
sary week, I launch the Dorset Victims Bureau - 
one of only two in England and Wales. It will grow 
to become the first multi-agency victim's service 
in the country, encompassing all the Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Agencies. 

"I have also introduced victims forums in Dorset, 
as I want to give victims a voice so I can hear about 
their journey and find out how to meet their 
needs." 

The Commissioner is also working on a new vic¬ 
tims website for Dorset which will signpost victims 
to relevant partners and agencies for their partic¬ 
ular crime, and offer advice and FAQs. 


Charity responds to Philippines typhoon disaster 


SAMARITAN’S Purse is stepping up 
its efforts to provide desperately 
needed relief to victims of Typhoon 
Haiyan in the Philippines, which has 
claimed thousands of lives and left 
widespread devastation. 

The international Christian relief or¬ 
ganisation expects to have more than 
25 Disaster Assistance Response 
Team (DART) members on the 
ground by the end of this week, pro¬ 
viding basic necessities including 
temporary shelters, clean water, food, 
and hygiene items. 

More than 8,000 hygiene and food 


kits were distributed in the northern 
part of Cebu Island and Bantayan is¬ 
lands. 

Bantayan has only 6,100 families 
but was directly in the eye of the 
storm and accounts report full devas¬ 
tation of the island. 

Three of the Samaritan’s Purse 
DART members currently in the 
Philippines are from the UK, includ¬ 
ing Peter Ivermee from Dorset, who 
was helping distribute tarpaulin and 
water supplies on Bantayan Island 
this week. 

Peter said: “In a remote village in 


Bantayan we were able to work 
alongside a number of church part¬ 
ners to help us with our distribution 
efforts.” 

Trained DART volunteers Ralph 
Springett and Walter Hope both flew 
out to join the team to help with lo¬ 
gistics. 

Ralph said: “These people are des¬ 
perate for help and we have nothing 
but compassion for them. My heart 
goes out to these people, it’s just hor¬ 
rendous.” 

A Boeing 747 plane is expected to 
fly in six water filtration systems, 


four of which are being provided for 
by funds from Samaritan’s Purse in 
the UK; each system can provide 
clean, safe water for 2,500 people a 
day. Included in this airlift also are 
bladder tanks and tap stands for water 
storage and distribution, medical sup¬ 
plies, mosquito nets, blankets and 
more than 5.5 million square feet of 
plastic sheeting to provide shelter. 

In addition to fielding DART volun¬ 
teers, Samaritan’s Purse has already 
committed £120,000 in funding to re¬ 
lieve hardship for survivors of the ty¬ 
phoon. 
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Church tower restored to former glory 


A GRANT from the 
Dorset Historic Churches 
trust has ensured the 
restoration of a 600 year 
old church tower. 

St Peter’s at Long 
Bredy had to find 
£40,000 to secure the in¬ 
side and outside of the 
tower which dates back 


to the 15th century. 

A grant of £9,500 from 
the Dorset Historic 
Churches Trust meant the 
restoration could be com¬ 
pleted before the start of 
the winter weather 

Grants from other or¬ 
ganisations, including the 
National Churches Trust, 


the Erskine Mouton 
Trust, the Wolfson Foun¬ 
dation, the Garfield We¬ 
ston Foundation, Alun 
Evans Trust and the All 
Churches Trust alongside 
local fundraising activi¬ 
ties, helped to meet the 
funds required. 

In addition, a regular 


team of local parish¬ 
ioners , including Rachel 
Maltby, have raised thou¬ 
sands of pounds over re¬ 
cent years taking part in 
the annual Dorset His¬ 
toric Churches Trust Ride 
and Stride event. 

Dorchester-based 
church architect, Daniel 


Cantrell from John Stark 
and Crickmay, supervised 
the work to repair much 
of the 600-year-old tower, 
carried out by South Pe- 
terton-based Gale’s Build¬ 
ing Conservation. 

Andrew Boggis, Dean¬ 
ery Representative for 
DHCT, said: “The Trust 
was delighted to be able to 
award this grant to St 
Peter’s, in order for the 
important repair work to 
the tower to be completed. 

“Getting the work fin¬ 
ished before the autumn 
and winter was an impor¬ 
tant goal for the team, and 
we are very pleased that 
the church tower building 
has now been secured 
from the inside and out¬ 
side.” 

Ray Winter from St 
Peter’s Parochial Church 
Council, added: “We are 
very grateful for the dona¬ 
tion from Dorset Historic 
Churches Trust and from 
the fundraising activities 
from local parishoners. 

“The repair work to the 
tower has been needed for 
many years, so we are 
very relieved that it has 
now been completed and 
visitors to the church can 
once again enjoy the mag¬ 
nificent tower restored to 
its full glory.”

Criminal Records Bureau 


The Criminal Records Bureau (CRB) and the Independ¬ 
ent Safeguarding Authority (ISA) have merged to be¬ 
come the Disclosure and Barring Service (DBS). CRB 
checks are now called DBS checks. 

A DBS check may be needed for: 

• Certain jobs or voluntary work - eg working with 
children or in healthcare 

• Applying to foster or adopt a child 

There are different rules for getting a criminal record 
check in Scotland and Northern Ireland. 


How to get a DBS check 

1. The employer gets an application form from DBS or 
an umbrella body (a registered body that gives ac 
cess to DBS checks). 

2. The employer gives the applicant (job candidate) 
the form to fill in and return to them along with 

documents proving their identity. 

3. The employer sends the completed application 
form to DBS or their umbrella body. 

4. DBS sends a certificate to the applicant. The employer 
will have to ask the applicant to see the certificate.

BRIDPORT came from a goal down to beat reigning 
Premier league champions Bishop Sutton with 
three goals that saw them go six games unbeaten 
in the league and cup.
